SAIGON (AP) - US. jets

The raid was among more 
than 300 tactical air strikes 
reported by the US. Com­ 
mand across North Vietnam 
Wednesday . It was the third 
successiv e day 
that 
more 
than 300 strikes had been 
launched ov er the North by 
US. fighter-bombers. 
In Saigon, where allied in­ 
telligence anticipated an in­ 
crease in terror attacks in the 
weeks prior to the US. presi­ 
dential election, a grenade 
was tossed at a South Korean 
jeep in the Chinese quarter of 
the city this morning. The 
grenade fell into the street, 
killing 
one 
Vietnam ese 
civ ilian and wounding four 
others, the Saigon command 
said. There were no Korean 
casualties and #the terrorist 
escaped.

Cancer Researchers Squelch 
‘Major Breakthrough’ Hopes 


NEW YORK (AP) — A 
m isu nderstanding ov er a 
cancer research report last 
weekend has been blamed for 
a widespread bu t false belief 
that 
re se a rc he rs at Oak 
Ridge National Laboratory 
had achiev ed a major ad­ 
v ance in cancer treatment. 
Scientists 
from 
the 
laboratory 
told 
a 
news 
conference Wednesday that 
there 
was 
no 
su ch 
breakthrou gh and agreed 
that answers to the cancer 
problem may lie y ears in the 
fu tu re. 
Spokesmen said the labora­ 
tory has receiv ed hu ndreds of 
telephone calls from arou nd 
the cou ntry and arou nd the 
world inq u iring abou t 
the 
original report, which was 
based on a news release from 
the National Cancer Institu te. 


The release said a team of 
scientists from NCI and Oak 
Ridge “ hav e proposed a 
mechanism to ex plain how 
stimu lation of the immu ne, or 
disease-fighting, sy stems of 
animals 
with 
cancer can 
resu lt 
in 
complete 
disap­ 
pearance of their cancers.” 
The scientists said Wednes­ 
day that the words “complete 
disappearance” 
apparently 
led 
to 
reports 
of

Edward Elias 
of the U.S. Air Force. 
“ I’d sav we are in the free 
world now,” said Gartley . 
“Let’s drink a toast to that.” 
They raised glasses of dry 
Ru ssian wine and silently 
sipped them.

Copenhagen was his re-entry 
to the West after fou r y ears in

Housing Bill 
Dies in Congress 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Crammed with enough provi­ 
sions to anger liberals and 
conservatives at the same 
time, an omnibus housing bill 
has been shot down by the 
House Rules Committee. 
By a 9-5 vote Wednesday, 
the committee refused to

chance for passage during 
this session of Congress.

bill 
would 
have 
provided funds for two years 
for a wide range of programs 
supervised by the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development, including most 
existing forms of public 
housing. 
In addition, it would have

turned down the bill as 
cleared by the House Banking 
Committee.

rush to adjourn by Oct. 14. 
The committee is more 
likely to seek passage of a

the current spending levels. 
Throughout the process of 
molding the legislation, one 
group after another found 
something in the bill to criti­ 
cize. 
Civil-rights advocates ob­ 
jected to a provision giving 
local government authorities 


I he right to veto low-income 
housing planned by private 
builders but subsidized by the 
government. 
Critics 
argued 
that 
the 
clause 
would 
have 
strengthened 
the hand 
of 
suburbanites determined to 
exclude 
the 
poor 
and 
minorities from their neigh­ 
borhoods. 
C onservatives fought a 
provision which would have 
authorized a new program of 
direct government loans to 
buyers 
of 
low-incom e 
housing. 
The now-dead bill also con­ 
tained provisions designed to 
protect home buyers from 
abuse by lawyers, title com­ 
panies and others involved in 
real-estate settlements. But 
critics said those provisions 
had been changed so much 
that they actually would have 
been weaker than existing 
regulations.

Sklar said he made the pro­ 
posal in a letter to Ross “in 
hopes that he (Ross) is more 
sensitive to the desires of 
Ohio 
voters 
than 
the 
Republican nominee is and 
will urge Nixon to debate 
here.’’ 
Skylar 
said 
“ Sen. 
McGovern has been criss­ 
crossing the country, in­ 
cluding Ohio. Ohioans know 
the problem s confronting 
America firsthand. Ohioans 
want — and have the right — 
to know what solutions Mr. 
Nixon 
proposes 
for 
these 
problems.” 
McGovern has been in Ohio 


four times since Labor Day 
and was scheduled to cam- 
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paign in Cleveland Oct. 5. 
Nixon has not campaigned in 
Ohio, 
but 
a 
num ber of 
surrogates have spoken on 
behalf of Nixon’s reelection,

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The Undecideds Win Elections 


P redictions before elections change, 
stretch the predicted margin, lower it, do one 
thing and another depending on who is 
predicting and on behalf of whom. 
Bu t actu ally , doesn’t it seem logical to 
reason that elections are decided by the 
u ndecideds, and in good part at the moment of 
entering the polling booth? 
There are a whole lot of diehards, 
Democrats and Repu blicans, who probably 
wou ldn’t v ote for Jesu s if he represented the 
other party . They are in the kitty of their 
party ’s “cou nted” v otes. 
They don’t need any appeals or argu ments. 
They don’t heed any appeals or argu ments 
from the other side. They v ote “right” 
whatev er. 
Bu t let’s consider the u ndecided v oter. A lot 
of them—may be most—are u ndecided as they 
enter the polling booth. They hav e last minu te 
thou ghts: “ Nix on has done as well as any one 
cou ld.” “People say the cou ntry needs a 
change to a new order, a new policitcs.” 
“ McGov ern ... McGov ern ... y ou can’t tell 
what he wants from one day to the nex t.” 
“ Shou ld I take a chance on McGov ern?” 
“ Nix on is tested on the job.” 
How many v oters do su ch reasoning right 


u p to the last moment can nev er be known, 
bu t it’s got to be a whole lot. If y ou go back to 
19 48 y ou remember that right u p to election 
day y ou cou ld get u p to 25 to 1 odds that 
Thomas E. Dewey wou ld defeat President 
Harry S. Tru man. 
On election ev e, Tru man took to the air­ 
wav es with some down-to-earth reasoning. 
Think of hot# many “u ndecideds” he mu st 
hav e won ov er with his “The Repu blicans say 
they will .. etc. Don’t y ou believ e it!” This 
catchline repeated in his speech. 
Somewhat the same predicted imbalance is 
tru e today with the Nix on-McGov em election 
coming u p. People say , “ I don’t want to v ote 
for Nix on.” “ I don’t want to v ote for 
McGov ern.” 
Has there ev er been a presidential election 
in which so many people had so little en­ 
thu siasm for the candidates? 
Why ? Well, reasons can be cited bu t 
reasons don't really m atter, now. What each 
candidate needs to do is find some way to 
reach deep into the thou ghts, the ideas, the “I- 
like-that” responses of the u ndecideds. He 
most su rely will be addressed as “ Mr. 
President.” 


Moscow's SALT Warning 


f 
Sev eral points are worth considering in 
light of the Sov iet Union’s criticism of United 
States defense efforts related to weapons 
cu rbs agreed to at the May su mmit in 
Moscow. 
The Sov iet gov ernment, throu gh its 
newspaper Izv estia, has complained that 
Defense Department efforts to introdu ce new 
weapons and deliv ery sy stems v iolate the 
spirit of the agreement. 
The Sov iets also hav e warned that su ch 
mov es cou ld hav e an effort on fu tu re 
negotiations. Moscow’s position is not a v alid 
one. Both sides took care to emphasize du ring 
the su mmit that a partial agreement wou ld 
not preclu de efforts in other areas. 
As for the Pentagon’s insistence on new 


weapons sy stems, this is a case of being 
cau tiou s in v iew of the nu merical su periority 
permitted the Sov iets u nder the Moscow 
accord. 


Permitting the Ru ssians to ex pand their- 
nu clear arsenal relativ e to the U.S. stockpile) 
was a calcu lated risk agreed to by the U.S.,t 
bu t only on condition the door remain open to. 
dev elopment of additional safegu ards. 
If the Sov iets now are planning to renege on 
the u nderstandings which accompanied the 
agreement, fu tu re negotiations cou ld be 
ex tremely difficu lt. Bu t this doesn’t change 
the principal concern of the 
U.S. Defense 
Department, which is the secu rity of the 
nation. 


New Values Needed

Herman Kahn first gained 
fam e — some wou ld say 
notoriety — by “thinking 
abou t the u nthinkable” — 
analy zing the possibilities 
and 
conse- 
a 


u ences of a 
lermo-nu - 
clear war. 
As director 
of the Hu dson 
Institu te, 
a 
prestigiou s 
“ think tank” 
in New York, 
Kahn is still 
thinking 
u n­ 
thinkable, 
or 
at least; u n­ 
fashionable, 
thou ghts. He ex pressed some 
of them in an interv iew in the 
September Intellectu al Di­ 
gest. 
Asked abou t the mood of 
hopelessness that allegedly 
infects A m ericans today , 
Kahn say s that the mood is 
not as deep as it looks to the 
u pper middle class in the 
city —the intellectu als and re­ 
formers and pointy -headed 
professors, am ong whom 
Kahn inclu des himself. 
“The u pper middle class, 
the grou p ru nning the media, 
edu cators, city planners, 
some stu dents — all are 
basically ou t of tou ch with 
reality . It’s a v ery specific 
illness of a v ery specific 
grou p, less than 10 per cent of 
die cou ntry .” 


THE PENDULUM HAS 


swu ng too far in this cou ntry , 
thinks Kahn. We’v e aban­ 
doned too many traditional 
v alu es and we hav en’t re­ 
placed them with satisfactory 
new v alu es. 
“The av erage American,” 
he say s, “is ex tremely con­ 
cerned abou t the fu tu re of the 
cou ntry . He also feels that 
something is going wrong, 
bu t what’s going wrong is the 
u pper middle class. 
“The av erage American is 
asking why the H arv ard 
gradu ate wants to bu rn down 
the school. Why doesn’t any ­ 
body u nderstand that being 
against bu sing does not mean 
being against Negroes? Why 
don’t newspapers and tele­ 
v ision and mov ies reflect the 
world as it is? 
Americans are bothered by 
a credibility gap. Not the gap 
between the hippies and the 
President, not the gap be­ 
tween Spiro Agnew and the 
press, bu t between the av er­ 
age American and the pres­ 
tige new spapers and the 
docu ments ry on telev ision. 
That’s where the gap is.” 


KAHN’S 
THOUGHTS 
cou ld be ex panded on in­ 
definitely . As he say s, the 
av erage American is more 
concerned than hopeless, bu t 
he's also fed u p. 
In a nation which has made 
tremendou s strides in the last 
10 y ears in rev ersing dis­ 
crimination, he’s fed u p with 
being told he’s a simple 
racist. 
In a nation which has spent 


tens of billions of dollars and 
giv en the liv es of tens of thou ­ 
sands of its sons in a no-end 
war that the bright boy s sold 
in the name of freedom, he’s 
fed u p with being told that 
Americans are dev oted to im­ 
perialism, fascism and war 
profiteering. 
He’s fed u p with being told 
that his ancestors stole the 
cou ntry from its original 
owners and then proceeded to 
rape it and that he is thou ght­ 
lessly continu ing the process. 
He’s fed u p with being 
afraid to walk the decay ing 
city streets at night and then 
being told that u rban blight 
and crime are his fau lt and 
that he doesn’t care abou t the 
poor and the disadv antaged. 


HE’S FED UP WITH see­ 
ing his hard-earned money 
wasted by spendthrift politi­ 
cians on du biou s programs, 
while the v alu e of the dollar 
erodes, and then being told 
that the cou ntry has gotten 
off the track becau se of his 
false sy stem v alu es. 
Abov e all, as a member of a 
society which has prov ided 
more opportu nities and more 
good things for more hu man 
beings in history , he’s fed u p 
withbeing told he’s had it as a 
people. 
There’s a cou nter-reforma­ 
tion, a “cou nter-cou ntercu l­ 
tu re” bu ilding, say s Kahn. 
“It’s the biggest thing go­ 
ing in America today and it 
will either dom inate or 
heav ily influ ence the nex t 
decade or two.”

IT ISN’T happening mu ch 
any more. 
The spokesman for the U.S. 
delegation to the Vietnam 
peace 
talks, 
Dav id 
Lam- 
bertson. say s: 
“ We’v e had fewer v isitors 
this su mmer, fewer members 
of families who hav e lov ed 
ones in North Vietnam. Per­ 
haps this is becau se, after 
sev eral y ears of fu tile efforts, 
a great many people hav e 
conclu ded 
that 
there’s 
nothing that can be gained by 
coming here.” 
The North 
Vietnamese 
hav e in 'he past receiv ed 
many v isitors, ?• err i pot lion 
of them from the adminis­ 
tration-encou raged National 
Leagu e of Families I J. he 
v isitors u su ally go away ait.: 
receiv ing some lea and sy m­ 


pathy and not mu ch else. 
THE NORTH Vietnamese 
hav e issu ed a prisoner list 
that they insist is complete 
and they tell v isitors to com­ 
plain to the White Hou se. 
They keep repeating that all 
prisoners will be released 
when the war is ov er and try 
to talk POWs’ lov ed ones into 
joining the American peace 
mov ement. And they ignore 
abou t 20 Ions of petitions and 
letters ly ing u nopened in a 
warehou se, collecting du st, 
while the concerned Ameri­ 
cans who wrote them wait for 
answers 
While Hanoi argu es that the 
United States is “u sing” the 
p isoner issu e to div ert attcn- 
tim from "the real issu es of 
war and peace,” Lambertson 
say s that the North Viet­ 
namese are u sing the prison­ 
ers as “hostages.” 
“They intend to u se them 
for what they can get ou t of 
it,” lie say s. “They ’v e linked 
the retu rn of the prisoners 
v ery closely , not only to 
American withdrawal bu t to

ends. 
Hanoi cou ld still, howev er, 
spring a su rprise by inv oking 
a part of its Ju ly 1971 sev en- 
point peace plan that offered 
to repatriate prisoners at the 
same rate as American 
troops are withdrawn from 
Sou th Vietnam. 
That offer was nev er made 
ex plicitly within the official 
peace talks bu t it was pre­ 
sented to sev eral 
v isiting 
American congressmen and 
newsmen by the North Viet­ 
namese. That was before the 
reelection of Sou th Vietna­ 
mese President Ngu y en Van 
Thieu and the resu mption of 
massiv e bombing of the 
North, howev er, which cou ld 
mean il is now nu ll. 


BUT RENEWING

proposal, with prov isions for 
a separate U.S.-North Viet­ 
nam cease-fire that wou ld be 
independent of any Hanoi- 
Saigon agreement, cou ld cre­ 
ate controv ersy in the Amer­ 
ican presidential campaign, 
where the prisoners are 
already an issu e.

“It Would Be Nice If You Had 
Some Walls, Too!“ 
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McGovern Aides Worried

WITH McGOVERN CAM­ 
PAIGN (NEA) — Signs are 
dev eloping which su ggest 
that the McGov ern camp 
may be bu ilding toward an­ 
other seriou s 
internal 
cri­ 
sis. 
Aides

paigning and 
r e tu r n 
to 
Washington 
for 
consu lta­ 
tions possibly 
leading to a 
nationwide telecast. If it hap­ 
pens, it will be more than ju st 
a schedu le shift. 
The fact is, qu estions are 
arising within top McGov ern 
circles abou t the effectiv e­ 
ness of what he is doing. Pu t 
simply , his people are won­ 
dering whether he is reaching 
enou gh v oters. 
The McGov ern schedu le is 
designed to pu t him into two 
or three “media m arkets” a 
day , which means staging 
ev ents that hopefu lly will get 
him on local telev ision news 
shows at midday and ev e­ 
ning. 


THAT SEEMS TO BE the 
chief reason for sending him 
to factories, mines, senior 
citizens’ hou sing, and the 
like. 
Primarily , 
they 
are 
“ photo opportu nities.” Only 
secondarily do they afford 
workers, elderly , etc., a 
chance to glimpse McGov ern 
at close range and feel he is 
attending to them. Indeed, 
the rov ing army of newsman 
and cameramen often shu nt 
them aside as the candidate 
mov es abou t. 


Today , howev er, it is not 
clear that the media ap­ 
proach is working. McGov ern 
may or may not get his daily 
snippets of telev ision time 
with hard-hatted workers or 
smiling clerks at his side. Bu t 
ev en if he does, the qu estion 
is: is the TV v iewer getting 
mu ch ou t of it? 
The tentativ e answer with­ 
in the McGov ern entou rage 
appears to be “no.” Other­ 
wise the senator wou ld not be 
complaining abou t cov erage 
of his campaign—as he ia— 
and be thinking of going 
directly to the v oters on the 
national networks. 
Yet the press is in fact cov ­ 
ering what M cGov ern is 
doing and say ing, so his com­ 
plaint, at root, has to be self- 
directed. 


THINGS 
WEAR 
OUT 
FAST in politics. For a good 
while the media approach, 
which means getting y ou r 
gu y on the six o’clock ev ening 
news, has been considered 
hot stu ff. Bu t the techniqu e 
may hav e passed its prime. 
TTie other day , chasing 
“photo opportu nities,” Mc­ 
Gov ern actu ally m anaged 
ju st three ev ents in 10 hou rs 
of campaign trav el. For two 
plant v isits and a 25-minu te 
street rally , the candidate 
spent most of an hou r in the 
air and more than« six hou rs 
on the highway s. 
The following day , we roll­ 
ed at nine, somewhat late, 
and the candidate did a plant 
tou r on the ou tskirts of Co- 
lu mbu s, Ohio, flew off to 
Newark, N.J., did a cou ple of 
short speeches before senior 
citizens and labor people in 
North Bergen, N.J., flew to 
Philadelphia and made an 
impassioned antiwar speech 
at a late ev ening fu nd-raiser 


in a hotel. The net time con­ 
su med for that limited pu blic 
ex posu re was abou t 14 hou rs. 
Ex cept for the week Ted 
Kennedy was with him, Mc­ 
Gov ern has not generally 
been drawing more than fair 
crowds. Rain ex cu sed a poor 
showing in midcity Milwau ­ 
kee, bu t McGov ern people 
had distribu ted 300,000 hand­ 
bills try ing to dru m ou t the 
folks that day . It took hard 
bu sing to fill the senior 
citizens’ hall in New Jersey . 


NEW POLITICS OR OLD, 


McGov ern needs good crowds 
to spark his campaign and lift 
his spirits. He needs the ex ­ 
posu re. Bu t the spontaneou s 
ou tpou rings aren’t occu rring. 
There wasn’t a sou l at the 
Philadelphia airport when he 
arriv ed toward ev ening. 
Newsmen following him 
feel gu ilty that they can’t 
write or spou t m ore cheerfu l 
news. Bu t most priv ately feel 
they are cov ering a'noncam ­ 
paign. Right now McGov ern 
seems to agree that some­ 
thing big is missing.

TO REPEAT, the problem

power. 
The Commu nists were thu s 
in a position to take Chiang’s 
territory apart piecemeal, 
regardless of how mu ch 
military aid was giv en to 
him. 
It was also necessary for 
President Roosev elt to know 
personally what ty pe of men 
he wou ld be dealing with in 
China. 
Some 
U.S. 
representativ es in China 
were calling Mao’s people 
“agrarian reformers.” Mao 
and 
Chou 
wou ld 
hav e 
rejected su ch a claim; they 
wou ld hav e emphasized that 
they w ere in fact Com­ 
mu nists, willing to be ju dged 
by that standard. 
The 
strengths 
and 
weaknesses of the Chiang 
gov ernment wou ld also hav e 
becom e apparent throu gh 
discu ssions in W ashington 
with men not so closely in­ 
v olv ed 
with 
China 
emotionally .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) It 
was midmorning and Marcy 
Kathryn Gilligan was into her 
third cigarette. One fingertip 
thoughtfully traced the rim of 
her Lennox china coffee cup 
The subject was political vio­ 
lence. 
“Sure, I worry about Jack, 
but we’ve never really talked 
about it. An awful lot of men 
in politics have been shot 
B ut...I alm ost 
have 
the 
feeling that it’s not really 
possible these days to protect 
«nmeone completely 


“I m ean,” she continued, 
“ John 
Kennedy 
was 
protected, so was Bobby, and 
Martin Luther King. It took a 
great deal of money to 
protect those men, and look 
what happened.” 
Matter of fact. That is Mrs. 
John J. Gilligan’s way. After 
two years as Ohio’s first lady 
and official hostess, she has 
developed a way of being 
appropriately vague about 
politics, and startlingly blunt 
about 
other 
things.

Martha Mitchell is a pretty 
sick gal. She’s a very out 
spoken wbman, and she 
obviously didn’t like politics 
and wanted out. The way she 
did ii was pretty distasteful,’ 
she said. 
Sitting in the gubernatorial 
m ansion, 
with 
its 
lofty 
ceilings and antique fur­ 
nishings of stone and wood, 
one has the feeling Mrs. 
G illigan would never do 
anything “distasteful.’’ ' 
“ Any 
woman 
w ho’s 
husband is in publicdife has to 
be careful not lo say anything 
that would embarrass him or 
make him look foolish,” she 
said. 
“But 
that’s the way 
it 
should be. If a wif£ doesn’t 
believe in the Jhings her 
husband is saying, well ... 
that’s 
not 
much 
of 
a 
marriage,” said Mrs. Gilli­ 
gan, whose marriage is its 
27th year. 
“ Jack and I discuss things. 
We 
d o n ’t 
ag ree 
on 
everything. I do, however, 
wholeheartedly agree with 
his g eneral approach 
to 
politics." 
Mrs. Gilligan’s politics are 
a well-kept secret. But she 
admits 
she’s 
no 
women’s 
libber. 
"I believe women should 
gel 
equal 
pay 
for 
equal 
work," she said, "but some 
consideration should be given 
to a man with dependents 
over. say. a single girl. And 
vice versa. 
“ Also, some women are ap­ 
plying for jobs in contraction, 
jobs they aren't physiciallv 
able to do as well as a man. Is 
it 
‘equal 
rights” 
to 
hire 
them ?” she asked. 
Mrs. Gilligan did question 
however. Pope Paul’s recent 
decree that women would not 
be allowed to hold official 
positions 
in 
the 
Rom an 
Catholic church. 
“ I was raised as a Catholic 
and I don’t see why women 
can't be included,” she said. 
“A church we go to in Mich­ 
igan has nuns who serve com­ 
munion. I see nothing wrong 
in that.” 
Mrs. Gilligan is adament on 
the subject of abortion on de­ 
mand. “ I don’t believe in it— 
at all.” But she believes birth 
control is “a m atter of per­ 
sonal 
co n scien ce.’’ 
Her 
concern is with 
unwanted 
children. 
“This state is trying to zero 
in on this whole subject of 
child abuse. There are an 
awful lot of neglected or 
unw anted ch ild re n ,” she 
said. “ But who’s to decide? I 
frequently have the feeling 
that the people who’re talking 
about abortion and birth 


control are 
talking 
about 
someone else’s children.” 
One of Mrs. Gilligans pet 
projects is childrens’ ser­ 
vices. She recently urged the 
development of a “child’s 
ad vocate’s 
program ’’ 
in 
which com m unities would 
report directly to her about 
children’s programs in their 
area. 
“I could refer them to an 
appropriate federal or state 
agency for assistance, and 
cut out an awful lot of red 
tap e,” Mrs. G illigan ex ­ 
plained. “A lot more in this 
area should be done in Ohio, 
but programs have to be 
initiated and supported at the 
community level.” 
The best thing about being 
the governor’s wife, 
Mrs. 
Gilligan^sa}d, is the “chance 
to make a contribution, even 
if it’s only listening to people, 
paying tribute to something 
ihev’ve^done. 
“The role of being the 
governor’s wife cam e al an 
opportune time for m e,” she 
said. 
“Otherwise 
I 
might 
have been very lonely, with 
the children grown and gone 
from home, I might even 
have gone back to teaching." 
The worst thing she said is 
not having time to be with her 
husband. 
“ I try to work my schedule 
around* his so that wherever 
he ends his day I can be there, 
too, and we can have an eve­ 
ning together,” she said. 
A 
relaxing 
evening 
together, she said, is a late 
d inner and a 
movie on 
television. Sometimes they 
manage to slip away for a 
weekend at Gilligan’s family 
home in Michigan. 
“We’ve been criticized for 
going to Michigan for our 
vacations—but we don’t have 
a ‘get aw ay’ place in Ohio. 
Besides, anyplace we’d go in 
Ohio, h e ’d still 
be 
‘the 
governor.' Up there, it’s just 
‘Jack,” ’ she said. 
Although Columbus has 
been home lo the Gilligans for 
the past 
two years, Mrs. 
Gilligan still has misgivings 
about the rambling gover­ 
nor’s mansion in Bexley. 
“ I f s not very economical,” 
she said. 
Upkeep for the mansion 
and its spacious grounds is 
provided by the Department 
of Public Works. Prison 
trustees 
are employed 
to 
keep the grounds and do the 
cooking, but 
she and her 
press s e c re ta ry plan the 
m enus, 
do 
the 
g ro cery 
shopping and run all the 
errands. 


“ We’re the only ones who 
drive,” she explained. “The 
men go home at 5:30 p.m. and 
if we want anything after 


that, we have to do it our­ 
selves.” 
She admits she sometimes 
longs for the quiet days when 
the governor taught English 
at Xavier University. But she 
says she would never ask him 
to leave politics. “He’s doing 
what he does best,” she said.

expansion franchise, expect 
to find out just how valid that 
clause is in a head-to-head 
legal confrontation. 
The 
Islanders paid $6 
million to the NHL for their 
franchise and $5 million more 
to the New York Rangers as 
i n d e m n i f i c a t i o n 
fo r 
territorial rights. That $11 
million bought a franchise 
and 21 players at the N H L’s 
June expansion draft. Eight 
of the 21 players Torrey 
drafted, 
however, 
have 
signed with the rival league, 
leaving the Islanders’ GM in 
rather unpleasant 
circum­ 
stances. 
One 
of 
the 
Islanders’ 
jumpers was Garry Peters, 
who signed with Wood’s WHA 
Raiders. Torrey is suing to 
get Peters back. 
The WHA obviously doesn’t 
think Torrey will win. The 
new league was careful to 
have all ex-NHL players 
report on Oct. 1, the date their 
old contracts run out. Also, 
the WHA. approached only 
players with one-year con­ 
tracts. 
“ We may lose some barttles 
along the way,” said a WHA 
spokesman, “ but I think 
we’ve already won the war.

Dorey played less than half a 
game in the four months he 
was with the Rangers and 
jumped to New England of 
the WHA over the summer.

Reconditioned light aircraft 
engines go to Germany and 
ladies' slippers to Japan as 
part of Ohio’s $2.8 billion 
export business that involves 
practically every product 
manufactured in the state. 
Charles Neustadt, director 
of the international 
trade 
division in the Ohio Depart-* 
nienl 
of 
Economic 
and 
Community 
Development, 
mentioned the engines and 
slippers as an indication of 
Ihe diversity of products and 
markets for Ohio manufac­ 
turers. 
Neustadt said Ihe recondi­ 
tioned 
engines 
arc 
the 
products of T. W. Smith 
Aircraft Co. of Cincinnati. He 
said the Cincinnati firm 
showed an interest in the 
export business, and his of­ 
fice aided them in their ef­ 
forts. 
The company, he said, has 
been sending the engines pri­ 
marily to Germany since ear­ 
lier this year and is one of the 
newcomers 
in 
the export 
trade. 
Neustadt said the R .G .Bar­ 
ry Co. of Columbus recently 
completed a 
“ very sub­ 
stantial arrangement” with a 
large Japanese department 
store for slippers. Neustadt 
termed the deal “ unusual” 
because of Japan’s 
large 
consumer-oriented industry.

regarded as even-handed and 
equitable.”

But McCracken praised

Supermarkets Fail to Give Shoppers 
Benefits of R ecent B eef Price Drop 


Homeworth Fire Dept. 
To Be Host A t School ; 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
government report today 
showed that 
supermarkets 
widened the beef-price gap 
between farmers and con­ 
sumers to a record margin in 
August, thus failing to pass 
along to housewives recent 
declines in cattle prices. 
The widening farm-to-con- 
sumer meat-price spread, 
subject of White House arm- 
twisting of retailers earlier 
this month, was shown in a 
“ market 
basket” 
report 
issued by the Agriculture 
Department. 


In August, the report said, 
the average retail price of 
beef dropped 1.5 cents per 


pound from a record high in 
July of more than $1.17 per 
pound to slightly less than 
$1.16. 
But while cattle producers 
saw their share drop 8.4,per 
cent in August, middlemen 
representing packing plants 
and retail stores widened 
thc;ir margins 12.6 per cent. 
Broken down, a pound of 
choice beef—-a major in­ 
dicator 
for 
family 
food 
spending—had 
a 
“ farm 
value” in August of 71.0cents 
per 
pound 
w hen sold 
in 
supermarkets. That com­ 
pared with 77.5 cents in July. 


That figure is not what 
cattle producers get for live

animals, since it takes nearly 
2.2 pounds of steer on the hoof 
to 
make one 
pound 
of 
supermarket beef. But the 
figure does represent 
a 
producer’s share of what the 
housewife spends at 
meal 
counters. 
Today’s report showed the 
total cost of a market-baskel 
food 
list- Iheoretically 
enough to Iced a typical 
family for a year-actually 
declined slightly in August 
from the record $1,322 peak in 
July. 
The $1 decline was at­ 
tributed mainly to the lower 
retail prices for beef and 
poultry. 
Slightly 
higher 
prices were reported for 
several 
items, 
including 
pork, which has been at 
record highs both on the farm 
and at meal counters. 


The $1,321 index w as 4.5 per 
cent higher than a year ago. 
Meantime, the total spread 
between the “ Farm Value” 
and the retail price increased 
to a record high of 44.8 cents 
per pound for retail beef in 
August, from 39.8 cents in 
July. 
Broken down further, the 
fa rm-lo-housewife 
beef 
spread showed the retailer’s 
marg'in w as another record of 
37.3 cents per pound in 


August, compared with 33.0 
cents in July. 
The 
farm-to-carcass 
spread, or wholesale share, in 
August was 7.5 cents, up from 
6.8 cents in July. Earlier this 
year, however, the carcass 
spread was higher, reported 
at 8.1 cents last May. 
Donald Rumsfeld. director 
of the Cost of Living Council, 
told food retailers in August 
that the wholesale price of 
beef began to decline in July 
and that the council “ ex­ 
pected to see a corresponding 
reduction” in supermarkets. 
Kumsfeld repeated the ex­ 
pectation on Sept. 7 and said 
government reviews would 
be started to monitor beef 
prices in major food chains. 
Although today’s USDA fig­ 
ures showed that food costs 
dropped slightly in August, 
last 
week 
the 
Bureau ’ of 
Labor Statistics reported 
retail grocery prices during 
the month rose 0.2 percent. 
The USDA report indicated 
that the difference between 
the two indexes is due mainly 
to 
lower prices 
for beef 
during the latter part of 
August. 
“ Market-basket prices ... 
are for the entire month while 
BLS prices are for the first 
week of the month,” the 
report said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 
contrast to their mood a few 
days ago, the world’s top fi­ 
nance officials now are 
saying that large strides can 
be* taken in shaping a new' 
international 
monetary 
system within a year. 


As the International Mone­ 
tary Fund moved today to set 
up the negotiating forum for 
monetary reform, finance 
ministers 
and 
central 
bankers attending the IM F’s 
annual meeting believed the 
basis for serious talks finally 
bad been laid. 


Until 
the United 
States 
cajne 
out 
with 
specific 
monetary proposals Tuesday, 
the mood was gloomy over 
whether 
any 
kind 
of 
agreement could be ham­ 
mered out between now and 
ihe next IM F meeting in 
Nairobi, Kenya, next Sep­ 
tember. 


“ I leave this meeting with a 
little bit more optimism,” 
said Helmut Schmidt, the 
West 
German 
finance 
minister, adding that he was 
pleased the United States 
provided a “ coherent plat­ 
form which we have so long 
waited for.” 


Schmidt said several major 
sore 
points 
had 
been 
resolved, including a 
US. 
pledge to make tne dollar 
convertible again once its 
balance of payments is in 
line, and a softening of the 
American insistence that 
Irade and monetary talks be 
closely linked. 


But a number of dif­ 
ferences remain, indicating 
I hat hard bargaining lies 
ahead. 


French Finance Minister 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing 
told the delegates Wednesday 
that 
next 
year’s 
meeting 
should 
result 
in 
final 
agreement on how' the new' 
money-exchange 
system 
would work. 


He 
agreed 
with 
US 
Treasury Secretary George 
Shultz that the dollar should 
enjoy the same rights as 
other currencies of the world. 
Shultz proposed that the 
dollar be allowed to swing in 
value 
in 
the 
exchange 
markets just as widely as the 
French franc, the British 
pound, the German mark, or 
anv other money. 


But he differed with the 
Americans on other major 
points, including one that 
may prove the most net- 
tlesome problem of all: what* 
to do about the extra ac­ 
cumulation 
of 
dollars 
overseas while monetary 
reform is being negotiated. 


Giscard d’Estaing said in 
effect that he leans toward 
putting some limit on the 
extra 
accumulation 
of 
dollars, an idea strongly 
opposed by the United States. 


The issue is more than a 
technical one. One of the big 
questions in the monetary-re- 
lorm debate will be bow the 
dollar glut overseas will be 
reduced. Some economists 
estimate European and other 
countries hold an excess of 
$5 4 billion they ca n’t ca sh in 


for US. reserves. 
Tlu* US. reserve position, 
including gold, is only about 
onefiflh of that amount and 
ihat explains why President 
Nixon suspended the con­ 
vertibility of the dollar into 
gold on Aug. 15, 1971. 
The French also disagreed 
with the US.proposal to phase 
out gold as the standard of 
value for the dollar and the 
chief reserve asset. This is a 
traditional French position, 
because both I he government 
and its people hold a lot of 
gold. 
The IM F meeting winds up 
Friday and later negotiations 
will be handled by a newly 
formed Committee of 20, 
composed 
of 
finance 
ministers representing the 
same grouping of nations on 
the IM F ’s executive board.

3f you are short waisted with 
a small high bust, a junior 
pattern is for you because 
this is a figure type—not an 
age. For the mature figure 
patterns in women’s sizes 
will be the right choice and if

average, half size patterns 
are created especially for 
you. 
The bust measurement 
will tell you your size, except 
for pants and skirts. If your 
bust measurement calls for 
one size and your hip 
measurement 
calls 
for 
another, select your pattern 
according to your bqst as 
alterations in this area are 
the most difficult to make. 
These 
m easurem ents 
should be checked with the 
size chart on your pattern. 
They are not measurements 
of the pattern pieces. Pat­ 
terns are designed and made 
with an allowance for ease, 
usually 3 inches in the bust 
area, Vi inch in the waistline 
and a minimum of 2 inches in 
the hips. More bustline ease

If your size is 
a 14 under old sizing, it 
probably will take a size 12 
under

new. 
Just' 
remember the bust size is 
the key measurement in 
selecting the correct size for 
dresses, blouses, suits and 
coats. 
For skirts and pants select 
according to your waist 
measurement unless your 
hips are larger than the 
m e a s u r e m e n t 
t h a t 
corresponds to the waist; 
then 
select 
by 
hip 
measurement and make 
alterations in the waist.

Hints on Sewing With New 
Exciting Fleecy Fake Furs 


Soft and cuddly fake furs 
are showing up and looking 
super on all kinds of win- 
terwear. 
Thick pile shearling and 
plush long hair Mongolian 
lamb are super fuzzy fakes, 
perfect for collars, cuffs and 
borders of trim on coats and 
ja c k e ts. 
S h o r t-ja c k e ts, 
toppers and vests are also 
winning warm -ups when 
shaped in the fabulous fakes. 
Sewing with fake fur is not 
very difficult, but I ere are a 
few 
basic 
principles 
you 
should be fa m iliar with 
before you begin: 1. If your 
fabric has a heavy back and 
thick long pile, trim the 
seam 
allow ance on 
the 
pattern 
tissue 
to 
' k’’ 
to 
eliminate bulk. If the fabric 
is thin-backed and not too 
bulky, use the regular -V’ 
seam allowance, but trim off 


all excess tissue. 2. Fake fur 
fabrics should be cut in a 
single layer, not folded, with 
the nap in the sam e direction 
for all pieces (nearly always 
running down from neck to 
hem). 3. Pin or tape the 
pattern edges to the backing 
and trace carefully around 
the cutting line with tailor’s 
chalk, wax crayon or felt tip 
pen in a color that shows up 
easily. After transferring all 
m ark in g s, 
rem ove 
the 
pattern. 4. Using a single 
edged razor blade or a mat 
knife, cut only the backing - 
the fur will separate by it­ 
self. 5. There are two ways to 
reduce bulk at the seams; A. 
Using a sharp pair of small, 
pointy scissors, carefully 
trim the surface hairs from 
the seam allowances. Finish 
with a loose hemming or 
overcast stitch. B. Trim the 


seam s to 
' m” and stitch 
together in a tiny ridge with 
a zigzag machine or a small, 
firm overcast stitch. 


CLOSUIIKS: On very deep 
pile fabrics buttonholes are 
difficult 
to make so use 
m etal 
hooks, decorative 
m etal 
frogs 
or 
leather 
closures. 


ItKINFOKClNCi BUTTONS 
If the button is to be used 
under heavy strain, or if it is 
to be used on soft fabrics, it 
should be reinforced. On the 
inside of the garment, di­ 
rectly under the button loca­ 
tion, place a small flat button 
or a square of firm fabric.

Separates Make Fall Sweater News 


By JUDY LOVK 


This striped pullover vest is 
a great winner to knit for that 
layer-upon-layer look you’ll 
see everywhere this season. 
Wear it over another sweater 
or over a blouse as a topper 
for skirls and slacks. Your 
vest is worked in five dif­ 
ferent colors. 
This striper is close-fitting 
and cozy for knitters size 8 to 
14. All you’ll use are 9 to 11 
ounces of Coats and Clark’s 
“ Red H eart’’ knitting wor­ 
sted, depending which size 
you work.

To wind up, the neckband and 
armhole bands are worked in 
ribbing.

Interfacing is a third layer 
of fabric, woven or npn-

Necklines, collars and cuffs 
use interfacing cjjt to their 
shapes. Interfacing strips 
may be used to reinforce 


buttonhole areas and to add 
body 
and crispness at 
hemlines. 


The nonwoven interfacings 
are similar to lightweight 
felt and do not have grain. 
Pattern pieces can be placed 
on them in any direction for 
cutting. Most nonwovens 
have a crisp feeling, but in 
areas where soft shaping is 


hi need a special all-bias 
nonwoven can be used. 
The iron-on type of in­ 
terfacing can be either 
woven or non woven. Iron- 
ons usually make a garment 
fabric stiffer so they should 
be only used in small detail 
areas. 
Before making your final 
selection of each inner fabric 
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place the garment fabric

Choose Fabric That’s Right for Pattern 


By Mal>el &Obenchain 


Hey there! You with the 
stars in your eyes and that 
brand new sewing machine. 
The stores are full of temp­ 
ting fabrics that* will make 
your fingers itch to start 
sewing. Nature's fibers are 
well represented in wools, 
linens, silks and cottons in 
many weaves, finishes and 
colors. 
New fabrics of man-made 
fibers are appearing every 
day and it takes an expert to 
Identify the many synthetic 
fibers and blends that are 
now available. Some of these 
wonder fabrics make sewing 
easier while some of them 
require special techniques. 
Always check the hand tag 
on the bolt of material of any 
fabric you purchase and ask 
for any special sewing 
directions the manufacturer 
may have supplied. 
Since many o f‘the syn­ 
thetics and processed fabrics 
do not have what is called 
“ease”, the selection of the 
proper design is important. 
A kimono or raglan sleeve, 
since it does not have to be

REMOVING STITCHES 


Removing stitches is never 
done by pulling the edges 
apart. Use a small scissors 
or a seam ripper to cut 
stitches at two-inch intervals 
along one side of the seam- 
line. Pull out the thread on 
the opposite side. Remove 
any short threads that re­ 
main on the first side. 


“eased” into the armhole, 
will give much better results 
with a synthetic or resin 
treated drip dry fabric. The 
kind of thread and the stitch 
setting on your sewing 
machine must also be 
considered. 
Following are some road 
signs for you as you travel 
from pattern to fabric to 
finished garment.* 
Bonded Fabrica—smooth 
road ahead. 
Bonded fabrics come in 
many materials from heavy 
suitings to knits to sheer 
laces. They have a tricot 
backing fused to the outer 
fabric which gives it body 
and serves as a lining. And 
they are easy to handle, 
saving time and labor. 
Before 
purchasing 
a 
bonded fabric, look carefully 
to see if the outer fabric is 
bonded 
on 
grain. 
The 
crosswise threads of the 
outer fabric must be at right 
angles to the selvage. The 
backing may be off grain as 
it is tricot and has give in all 
directions. 
No 
seam 
finish 
is 
necessary 
as 
bonding 


prevents fraying. If an in­ 
terfacing is indicated, use a 
lightweight one to avoid 
bulk. When pressing, use a 
steam iron, remember the 
tricot backing is heat sen­ 
sitive. Stitches for the hem 
will not show as they are 
i ide into th- tricot backing. 
Bonded Fabrics—warning. 
The newest in bonded 
fabrics is the double bonded 
fabric. This is a wool on wool 
— two fabrics of the same 
type. These fabrics are very 
tricky to handle. They have 
no give, so a simple pattern 
design is indicated. Since 
they are used mostly for 
reversible coats and jackets, 
a flat stitched seam is 
necessary so that both sides 
will be finished properly. 


Stretch Fabrics— 
curve ahead 
Stretch fabrics are a blend 
of natural, synthetic and 
textured yarns that result in 
a fabric that can expand and 
return to its original shape. 
Stretch fabrics can be cotton 
and Dacron, denim, and 
open velvet and brocade. No 
special pattern is needed but 
it is important when plan­ 
ning your garment to plan 
which way you need the 
ease. In slacks and shorts the 
stretch must be up and 
down; in skirts and jackets 
the stretch should be from 
side to side. Some stretch 
fabrics have stretch both 
lengthwise and crosswise 
while others have it in one 
direction only. Garments 
made from stretch can be 
fitted closer to the body 
because of the extra give. 
When laying out your 
pattern and cutting, avoid 
stretching the fabric so that 
your pieces will be true. 


Set the machine for 14-15 
stitches per inch. (It is wise 
to practice on a sample piece 
to adjust the stitch and 
tension, for you want the 
seam to stretch with the 
fabric.) Use nylon thread; 
feed the fabric 
evenly 
through the machine—avoid 
undue pulling or pushing as 
you sew- let it glide beneath 
I he presser foot. 
A smooth hem will result if 
you pink or overcast the raw 
edges, turn up and hem by 
hand with a loose enough 
stitch so that as the fabric 
moves during wear the 
thread will not break. When 
pressing avoid high tem­ 
perature and stretching.

'Caution' Signs for Sewing No-lrdn Fabrics 


By Mabel S.Obenchain 


Durable press, pre-press, 
permanent press, no-iron, 
whatever its label, is another 
wonder fabric from the 
scientist’s laboratory. It has 
many plus values for the 
homemaker, easy to wash, 
no ironing or practically 
none, depending on your 
requirements. The fabric is a 
blend of natural and syn­ 
thetic yarns, heat treated to 
give you the easy care 
characteristics. It is being 
produced by more than one 
mill, but because of the very 
plus factors of its easy care, 
it presents some hazards for 
the home dressmaker. 
To avoid going off the road 
in your adventure with the 
latest wonder fabric observe 
the following traffic signals 
and earn a well - deserved 
rest from ironing day blues. 
The same advice as in other 


miracle fabric holds — test 
Ihe stitch and Tension of your 
sewing machine on a sample 
piece of fabric. 
Choose simple patterns 
with a minimum of sj*ms, 
top stitching or other details. 
Avoid sleeves which require 
much “easing-in.” Use “self­ 
fabric” or pre-shrunk in­ 
terfacings. Eliminate laces, 
tapes 
and 
bindings 
if 
possible; 
otherwise use 
nylon or Dacron. Cut pockets 
crosswise or slightly on the 
bias. Soak zippers in hot 
water, let dry, but do not 
press tapes before putting 
into garment. 
Use fine pins with sharp 
points. Dull pointed pins will 
puncture the fabric and 
leave a mark. Mark your 
fabric with clay chalk. 
Waxen markings may leave 
a stain. 


STITCH AT. a steady even 
pace, even if it means you 


are going more slowly than 
usual. Make sure of your 
final seamlines before you 
stitch or press. The fabric 
cannot be ripped and will 
hold a pressed crease very 
stubbornly. 
Read the above again and 
be sure of your dress length. 
You can shorten a garment, 
but making it longer after 
the hem has once been put in 
cannot be done without 
leaving a mark. 


Laminated Fabrics—slow. 
Many fabrics, both syn­ 
thetic and natural fibers are 
laminated. They provide 
warmth without weight. 
These fabrics are backed 
with a thin layer of chemical 
foam which is heat fused to 
the material permanently. 
They can be washed and dry 
cleaned. Avoid patterns with 
intricate seam details. These 
laminates are not adaptable 
for princess lines or set-in 


sleeves because they will not 
“ease” a long seam to a 
shorter seam without for­ 
ming gathers. 
Lay pattern on right side of 
fabric so grain is visible. 
Sharp scissors are a must. 
Chalk, pins or tailor’s tacks 
can be used to mark sewing 
guides. 
Because 
/abric 
slips 
easily, baste sections before 
stitching. Bees" se the foam 
underside 
prevents 
the 
fabric from feeding evenly, 
use tissue paper on each side 
and stitch over, then tear 
away. 
Stay stitch <all bias and 
curved seams. To control the 
stretching of these seams 
place tissue paper under 
fabric and bias tape on top of 
seamline, stitching tape on 
while stitching seam. To 
sew, use a looser tension, 
longer stitch (10 to the inch) 
and a medium fine needle. 
All seam allowances should 


be graded to cut down bulk, 
darts should be slashed and 
pressed flat from tbe right 
side. Top-stitch faced edges 
to keep facing from rolling. 
If buttonholes are used, a 
press-on interfacing should 
be applied 
first. 
When 
hemming, stitch through 
entire fabric as the foam win 
not hold the stitches. Press 
on right side of fabric only 
with a press cloth and a 
steam iron. Do not let iron or 
heat touch the foam side.

TAILORED LOOK 
When sewing, the ironing 
board and pressing equip- 
mei 
should be set up near 
the sewing machine so that 
pressing is only an arm ’s 
length away as it is so often 
the determining factor in 
whether you achieve a 
custom-made look. .

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Knowing Terms Helps 
You UnderstandSewing 


By Mabel S.Obenchain 


To help you chart your way 
in your sewing project, it is 
necessary to be familiar with 
certain sewing terms. We 
are listing some of the most 
basic with their definitions 
Nap— 
Short fibers on 
fabrics that lie smoothly in 
one direction, such as velvet. 
This fabric must be cut with 
all pattern pieces in one 
direction. It includes fabrics 
with 
one-way 
design 
produced by light reflection, 
such as sateen and satin, or 
printed or woven with an up- 
and-down direction. 
Without Nap — Pattern 
pieces can be reversed — do 
not have to be cut all in one 
direction. 
Interlining—A 
suitable 
fabric shaped the same as 
the garm ent 
and 
sewn 
between garm ent and lining 
for shaping and-or added 
warmth. 
Interfacing— 
A suitable 
fabric used between the 
garment and the facing to 
give added strength, shaping 
and support, usually on 
garment edges, waistbands, 
collars and cuffs. 
Grain or Grain Line— 
Direction of threads in a 
woven fabric. Threads that 
run parallel to the selvage 
;«dge make up the lengthwise 
■ g r a in . Those running across 
the grain from selvage 
com prise 
the 
crosswise 
grain.

edge to 
prevent raveling. 
Clip— A short cut in the 
seam allowance to within 
about18-inch of stitching line 
so that a curved seam will lie 
flat. 
Trim—Cutting away ex­ 
cess fabric to prevent bulk. 
G rade 
or 
layering— 
Trimming seam allowance 
to different widths to give a 
flat seam when several 
layers or bulky fabrics are 
stitched 
together. 
The 
allowance closest to outer 
fabric is the widest. Inter­ 
facing is trimmed the closest 
to the seamline.
